Condemned Murderer in Doylestown 


Jail Will Not Permit His Counsel 


to Try to Save His Life. 


WILL DIE IN ELECTRIC CHAIR 
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The extraordinary scene was pre- 


sented In the Bucks county prison at 
Doylestown on Friday of a condemned 
murderer refusing to permit his coun- 
sel to make any further efforts toward 
saving his life. 
Andreas Plewka, the 


slayer of Mate James McLaughliu and 
Captain Edward V. Lyons, of tlie barge 
Independence, 
has been an unusual 


prisoner In many respects during his 
confinement in the 
Doylestown jail. 


But he provided another big surprise 
on Friday when he refused to permit 
his attorneys, Henry A. James 
and 


Isaac J. Vanartsdalen, who have made 
such an earnest 
and 
skilled 
legnl 


light in his behalf, to appeal his case 
to the 
Supreme 
Court in a 
final 


effort to save him from the electric 
chair.

to Plewka that they were 
about to 


take an appeal to tlie Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania in an effort to secure u 
new trial for him. It was also neces- 
sary to get the prisoner's signature on 
the papers required to carry his case 
to the higher court. The three attor- 
neys went to the prisoner's cell. Mr. 
Keller, who speaks German, Plewka's 
native language, explained to the con- 
demned man that his only hope of es- 
caping electrocution lay In the efforts 
of his attorneys to secure him a new 
trial. 


DON'T WANT ANOTHER TRIAL, 
Plewka exhibited a very calm de- 


meanor as he listened to Mr. Keller's 
explanation of the 
proposed efforts 


that were necessary in the matter. He 
apiH'ared to be interested. But when 
the attorney had finished, the German 
sailor *shook his head and exclaimed 
positively: 


"No, no, I don't want any new trial; 


I don't want any new trial." 


Thinking that he did not fully un- 


derstand what his refusal meant, Mr. 
Keller tried to Impress upon Plewka 
the imixirtance of the matter. But he 
had understood. 
In his stubborn, hot- 


headed way the prisoner has decided 
he has enough of trials. He had made 
up his mind to suffer what the future 
had in store for him. 
Those who 


have had to do with Plewka know that 
when he makes up his mind to do a 
thing there is no such thing as fear 
in him. In German phrases he ejaculat- 
ed to Mr. Keller that he was satisfied, 
and again insisted: 


"I don't want a new trial." 
Plewka also refused to sign the 


necessary papers for an appeal. 


REFUSES LAST CHANCE. 


"Plewka, this is your last chance of 


escaping the electric chair," Mr. Van- 
artsdalen warned the condemned man. 
But It was then 
noticed by the at- 


torneys that 
Plewka 
was becoming 


sullen and angry at the effort to im- 
press 
upon 
him the 
grave 
conse- 


quences of his refusal Jo consent to 
the appeal. He sulked and would say 
nothing at all. His counsel then left 
the jail. 


In the face of Plewka's declaration 


that he does not want a new trial, and 
of his refusal to sign the necessary 
pullers for an appeal, Mr. James and 
Mr. Yanartsdaleu will relinquish any 
further legal efforts iu his behalf. 


PLEWKA'S CONVICTION. 


It was from Plewkn's conviction of 


murder iu the fir'it degree for the 
shooting of Mate James McLaughliu 
of the steam barge Independence on 
December 27, 1!)13, that 
the 
appeal 


was to be made to the Supreme Court. 
The principal legal point that was to 
lie raised in support of a motion for 
a new trial by his counsel svas that 
a cuiivictlou of second degree murder 
for the killing of Captain Lyons, which 
occurred at the same time as the 
shooting of Mate McLaughlin, would 
preclude a first degree conviction for 
the latter offense. 


Plewka was sentenced on January 


11 by Judge Ryan to be electrocuted. 
At that time he was brought into court 
with 
his ankles shackled 
and his 


wrists locked behind him with heavy 
handcuffs. 
The precaution of bringing 


the convicted murderer Into court in 
irons was deemed necessary because 
of the ugly disposition lie had shown 
at the jail since his, conviction for 
first degree murder and his threat that 
he would not go to the electric chair 
until he had taken the life of some 
more victims.

NEARLY $100,000 WANTED. 


State Chairman 
Croft's letter of 


ippoal for funds to wipe out a deficit 
of $92,471 ,<a discloses the fact tliat the 
State machine, has now the largest 
uildover legacy of any of its long list 
if costly campaigns. W. Harry linker, 
secretary of tlie Republican State 
Committee, said Friday night the high- 
est previous deficit was approximately 
iflM.OOO. 
The deficit four years ago, 


after the election of John K. Teuer, 
was about $-10,00. 


According to Secretary linker, the 


•xtm large deficit this year is due to 
the fact that the State Committee 
!ound it necessary to go out into the 
rural districts of the State and finance 
lie campaigns of the county organiza- 
tions. 
This, he said, was due to the 


noncy .stringency brought about by 
the European war and the Inability of 
:be county organizations to tender their 
usual conditions. 


READY TO "PONY UP." 


Mr. Baker explained further that the

ANDALUSIA 


Those Economists of Conshohocken. 
Collegevllle Independent. 


The Manufacturers' Association of 


Montgomery county, the leading mem- 
lers of which, arc nt home in Consno- 
locken, has sent another communica- 
Ion to President Wilson, this time ad- 
monishing-him that It is his duty to 
mve the Underwood tariff repealed and 
.bus end the business depression claim- 
ed to exist in the Schuylklll Valley. 
The same association, it is asserted, 
sent a protest to President Hoosevelt 
against the Dlngley tariff when the 
panic of 1907 spread over the country, 
ncluding Conshohocken, and prostrated 
business. The Conshohocken states- 
men appear to be infatuated with the 
idea tliat general prosperity depends 
wholly upon national legislation. With 


decline of imports for the week end- 


ing the 10th of December amounting 
to $6,000,000 less than a year before, 
the decline being beyond doubt due to 
the European war, the economists of 
Conshohocken are sure that It is the 
flood of foreign goods pouring Into this 
country that makes business depression. 
After they have explained why business 
was in the dumps seven years ago 
when the Dlngley law was In . full 
blast, It may be worth while to recom- 
mend that they be constituted a com- 
mittee to frame a tariff law that will 
just suit their particular tastes.

A decision by Judge Johnson In tlie 


Delaware county court at Jiedla last 
week OIM.MIS the way for counties of the 
state to condoniu tol roads and put the 
responsibility for damages up to the 
•itate. 


The judfco, hearing an api/nal from 


the award cf a jury of view In the case 
jf the Doylestown and Danborough and 
the Danborough and Plumsteadville 
turnpike companies, sustained a con- 
tention tliat since the passage of the 
Sproul good roads act a county cannot 
lie called upon to pay damages for the 


LindemnatUm of a road. 
He ruled 


that although the county may have 
condemned the road, the damages cau- 
iot be recovered from It, but are pay- 
able by the State. 


The point was raised by Attorney W. 


1. Schaffer. representing Bucks coi-nty. 
The case came btforc the Delaware 
county court through a change of ven- 
ue. A claim for $30,000 damages was 
made by the turnpike companies, whose 
toll roads were abolished by Bucks 
county. 
A jury of view awarded a 


smaller sum, and the companies ap- 
pealed. 


If the decision is allowed to stand, 


It will save Bucks county alone up- 
ward »f $10(1,0(10, which it might be 
called UIKHI to pay for the condemna- 
tion of toll roads. It is pointed out 
tliat under the division all tlie torn- 
pikes leading from I'hiladelpHa into 
Del iware, Chester and Montgomery 
counties can be freed without expense 
to the counties, proUded they are part 
of the suite's system of highways.
